The  sewers  were  treated  for  rats  twice  during  the  year 
and  post-baiting  showed  no  infestation^

No  disinfections  were  needed  during  the  year0 
House  Refuse 


House  refuse  was  removed  on  40  occasions  during  the 
year,  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Ashbrook0 
Night  soil  from  pails  is  also  collected  in  a  tank  and 
poured  into  the  sewer.  No  rat  or  fly  infestation  has 
occurred  s

Water  Supply 

Only  3#  of  the  houses  in  the  district  have  to  rely  on 
wells  or  springs  for  their  water  supply c  The  remaining 

97^  have  a  piped  supply  which  is  sufficient  and  suitable 
for  all  domestic  purposes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

There  has  been  no  extent  ions  during  the  year  and  the 
properties  still  unsewered  are  either  outlying  or  low 
lying- and  are  unconnected  for  economical  or  engineering 
reasons* 

A  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  Wardle  sewage  at  the 
Rochdale  Corporation  Sewage  Works  was  completed  on  the 
2  0th  November,  1958 *  ^  ' 

Rivers  and  Streams,. 

The  River  Roch  continues  to  be  polluted*  The  improve¬ 
ment  noted  last  year  has  been  maintained*  Clou  oh  House 
brook  is  now  very  good,  after  tannery  effluent  was  taken 
into  sewer* 

Closet  Accommodation, 

The  contribution  payable  by  the  Council  as  an  induce¬ 
ment  to  owne rs  to  convert  obsolete  closets  to  fresh  water 
flush  type  is  £8  for  each  pail  closet  and  £4  for  each  waste 
water  closet* 

Smoke  Abatement 

3  observations  were  taken  during  the  year  and  none 
exceeded  three  minutes  black  smoke  emission*  A  smoke  meter 
has  been  fitted  at  one  factory  with  good  effect* 

Schools* 

The  three  schools  in  the  distract  are  maintained  in. 
good  order*
